Extraordinary Story Told at Inguest
on Body of Woman Who Feared
Belng Haried Alive.

LONDON, Nov, 11.—(Bpecial Cablegiam to
The Bee.)—An extraordinary story of
trances, drugs and drink was told at the
inquest this week on Miss Florence Elian-
beth Browns of
Kensington. 3

Browna wis the daughter of the
late William Henry Browne, archdeacon
of Tasmania, @and had an unconquerable
fenr of belng buried alive.

“There 18 a history of trances in our
family," she told Dr. Burke, and exacted a
promise from him-’ that If her death waas
reported he would make sure that she
really was dead.

Bhe was suffering from gastric catarrh
when he first attended her, sald the dox
tor, and although he had never seen her
under the Influence of drink, he had seoen
her when she*was suffering from the after
effects of It,

Judging from her prolonged sleep at
times he came to the conclusion that she
was ilaking something more than he or-
dered for her A short time ugo he re-
celved from ber the fcllowing letter:

DEAR MR, 'RK ... o
cnlling, but nn%-i Rl-lt\u,-n uim’l:T:IIum:l??da?
FPlease never [orget your promise to me
months ago regarding trances In our fam-
lly, and In any other respect plense trv
o help me as much in death asg you have
In life. 1 belleve the latter MHie moxny
increased exhaustion and pain until “Death
and Consoler'” comes.

A post mortem examination revealed tha
fact that death wie due to eurdlac asthenis
und heart diseas: accelerated by the usa
of alcohol. On the other hand, a former
servant sald she had never known Misa
Browne to take brandy, but .she used to
take drugs out of a green bottle to muke
her slecp.

A comparative
gtudy of the two military systems, to which
nothing similar 1= o be found in south-
eastern Europe, would lead to some instrue-
tive concluslons. Toduy Roumania and
Bulgaria combined could put into the fleld
fores nlmost equivalent In pumbers and
equipment to those of soire of the great
powera. External Intrigues and unfortunate
misundsrstandings have contributed o
Keep the two states apart, but should »
well reasoned policy eventually bring them
together n new element wou'd be Intro-
ditced into the castern problem, of which
even the European Areopagus would be
bound to take account.

Trained hy Rossians.

The Russian ofMcers who trained the Bul-
garlan army from 1878 to 1885 did thelr work
well. They had admirable material to deal
with, and they lald
oughly efficlent force. When they were
withdrawn on the eve of the Servian cam-
paign the young Bulgarion officers who
took thelr places—the present prime minis-
ter, Genern! Petroff. was chlef of the staff
at the age of 25-showed themselves fully
equnl to thelr responsibilities, while
men gave evidence of all the .qualities
poldlers should possess. Since that time
every effort has bésn mads to Improve and
develop the nntlonal defences.,
dinand, llke hls predecessor. Prince Alex-
ander, has given unremitting agtention to
the army, and the ministry of war, amid
all the politicul changes of recent years.

“RAGGING” KILLS A STUDENT

Rough Play at Delft Resulta in
Death of - Vietlm of
Fellowns,

ROTTERDAM, Nov. 1%L—(8pecial Cable-
gram to The Bee)—A student who was
“rogged” In & music hall at Delft this
week has dled In consequencs and mseveral
people were serlously Injured In a riot that
wna caused.

Nearly 200 students belonging to the
medlcnl and legal facoltles of the unl-
versity who seated themselves In the pit
stulle had among them a newly admitled
student and soon after the performance
opened they began to “rag’” him.

Amid loud shoute of lnughter they made
him eat two raw herrings and then poured
a botils of ‘gin down his throat. Protests
trome the rest of the aufiénce ended fn a
free fight, during which the draperies of
the proscenium wers set on fire.

Notwithstunding the outbreax, the com-
batanta continued to Agh furiously. Glasses
and bottles were flung about and ohairs
were smashed, the broken pleces of wood
being used as clubs
* A strong foree of police was then called.
A# they entered the bullding they were re-
ceived with derinive cheers by the students,
who challenged them to come on, The po-
lice thereupon drew thelr swords and mads
a charge At this there was a stampede
and the hall was roon cleared.

It was found that & large number of spac-
tators had been Injured. Eight of them
were so serlously hurt that they had to be
carried to the hospital and one, the student
who had been “‘ragged,” shortly after-
wiurds died

MAY SMOKE IN THEATERS

——

Englishmen Enjoy the Plpe and the
Drama Together In Short
Time.

LONDON, Nov. 18—(8pscin) Cablegram
to The Bee.)—The question of smoking In
theaters was discuseed at a meoting of the
London mansgers at the Tavistock hotel
Convent Garden, this week,

The lord chamberluln had requested their
opinion of the proposal to remove the
clause in thelr licenses prohibiting smok-
ing. As a result of the discusslon It may
be assumed thal the majorily of the west
end mansgers, while perhaps not ready or
willing to avall themwselves of the privilege,
will Inform the lord chamberiain that they
will view with favor the removal of the
clause,

Thie attitude Is largely due to sympathy
with the soburban and provincial mana-
gers, who have to meet with such strong
competition from the music halls. It was
held this week that thers are cartaln
casés In which It ought to be left Lo the
discretion of the proprieter as to whether
emoking should be permitted.

Mr. WihHllam Greet advocates this prin-
eiple and the majority of his fellow mana-
gers support him.

As far as London Is concerned, the smok-
Ing privilege, If accorded, will not be
exercised Immediately, but if the lord
chamberialn accepts, ag he probably wlil,
the tnaernl expression of oplndon ventilnted
this week, it Is not unlikely that parts of
certulu theaters may before long possess
ipaces specinlly set aside for smokers.
